•ey e man can't have long 
hair ~ but there are two laws 
which say It must be cut by a 
barber and not a hairdresser. 

The B.C. Barbers Associa> 
tioQ won what It said was a 
first test case over that 
question when Judge WlUlam 
Ostler ruled Monday In Vic¬ 
toria Pnwindai Court that 


hairdressers may nut. under 
the laws of B.C., use barber- 
kig techniques on the hair of 
males over seven years of 
age. 

The judge did so as be 
issued a \’eitUct of guilty 
against Sean Damon. 24, of 
Danum’s Haute Colflures, 
2027 Oak Bay. following a 
trial on an Oak Bay charge of 
violating the Barfom Act by 


engaging m the occupaticm of 
barber while not holding the 
proper certincate. 

The complaint was signed 
by an employee of a barber 
shop at 2031 Oik Bay. who 
told court he took the action 
after consultation with an 
ofCioial of the BC. Barbers 
Association. 

Secretary Russell Foxererft 
of Vancouver, one of the two 


association officials attending 
die trial, said afterward the 
case was the first of several 
pending in B.C. courts. He 
said the poaltian of barbers 
in the iseue is simple: **We're 
hair stylists, too."

Quakes Rattle Pacific Rim

Three earthquakes, one be¬ 
lieved the strangest in" the 
world since 1164, struck 
around the Pacific Ocean’s 
"lim of fire" Manday, but 
there was no early indication 
of heavy casuaHias or dam- 
age. 

. The biggest quake struck 
the southwest Pacific ialands 


uf New Britain and 4 New 
Ireland, and three ft^l^ing 
tidal waves waslled away 
ctozens of houaes in villages 
on the coasts. 

A strong quake Monday 
night tbook several South 
American countries along the 
Andes, rocking tall buildings 
in downtown Bogota. Colmn- 
bia. and registering in Uma, 
Peru. 


Tokyo and its vicinity were 
shaken by the dUrd quake, 
described as moderate. 

No loss of life has been 
reported in the New Guinea 
quake but two school children 
were injured and Civil defence 
officials have yet to investi¬ 
gate tidal-wave reports from 
viileges. A teachers' tiw l rihg 
college at GauUm, 30 mfles 


from Rabnui, waa believed 
destroyed. v 

The earthquake «vas the 
second major abock in the 
area in two weeks. It lasted 
nearly a minute and eauaM 
extensive and widespread 
damage in the two islands at 
the eaitcia end of the Aus- 
traUan-edministered territory 
of Papad Mew Guinea.

the earthquake appeared to 
be the most severe register^ 
anywhere since the AlasktP 
quake of March. 1964. 

It is also believed to be tb* 
first time in (he world that 
two quakes registering more 
then eight on the open-ended 
Richter scale have ooourrad 
in the same area witMn 12 
days.

WASHINGTON (AP) - De- 
fence Secretary Melvin Laird 
has ordered a delay in the 
release of the ooce-secret 
Pentagon Papers on the Viet¬ 
nam war until legal and 
security problems are re¬ 
solved. a defence department 
spokesman announoed Mon¬ 
day. 

Laird said piMic release of 
material from the 47-volume 
study marked "Top Secret — 
Sensitive" should "be de¬ 
ferred for (he present time to 
protect the legal rights of 
indixiduals and of die govern¬ 
ment and to permit comple- 


hon of damage assessment 
analyses." 

In a memo to Daniel 
Henkin, assistant secretary of 
defence for public affairs, 
Laird also said he wants to be 
sure the special group review¬ 
ing the study is given tfX)ugh 
time to do a thorough job. 

"Once these legal, security 
and review requirements are 
met." Laird said, the de¬ 
classified material would be 
sent to the appropriate con¬ 
gressional committees.

Territories, about 135 miles 
north of Fort Nelson.

Monday the blaze is spreading 
despite the efforts of 60 men 
aided by 12 tractors and two 
water UMnbers.

CAMBRIDGE. Mass. (API 
» A committee of scientists 
said Monday the backup 
cooling system used In 
nuclear reactors is unreliable, 
and that a failure In the 
system could result In cat¬ 
astrophic loss of life. 

The group also said that 
such a failure is likely if the 
emergency system is ever 
needed. 

The allegations were made 
by the Union of Concerned 
Scientists, an organization of 
scientiets. engineers and other 
profesriooais in the Bosfon 
area. 

The backup system is de¬ 
signed to supply emergency 
cooling to reactor fuel cores if 
the primary system ruptures 
or breaks.

The soientists’ repeat said 
tests by the Unit^ States 
Atomic Energy Cktmmisslon 
itself confirmed that the 
backup system is unreliable, 
but that despite this, the AEC 
is continuing to license the 
cunstructlon and operation of 
reactors using the system. 

However, i n Washington 
Monday the AEC reiterated a 
sutement made earlier by 
Harold Price, director of 
regulation lor the commis¬ 
sion. 

During s June 10 newt 
briefing, he said: "Wt are 
confident . . . that the emer¬ 
gency cure cooling systema 
will [ iwf on w adequately to 
protect the temperature of 
the core from getting out of 
hand." 

The scientists' report said 
that if the primary cooling 
system of a reactor fuel core 
ruptured, (he core would 
melt, bum through its con¬ 
tainer and shields and allow 
radioactive gasses and ma-

Astronauts David Scott, Al¬ 
fred Worden and James Irwin 
were launched flawlessly 
from Cape Kennedy, Fla. — 
along with their new moon 
dune buggy and scientific 


pa>1oad. TTiey were ' hurled 
kilo a lOh-mile orbit of the 
earth and then set oourae lor 
the moon. 

Sjon thereafter, however, 
an electric^ short dreuft 
developed and Mission 
Control said that if it were 
found to oco tfd critical fuel 
valves there would be no 
moon landing. 

In a to isolate the 
problem. Mission Oootrol told 
the astronauts to turn off a 
set uf switches. 


Whan they did. the trouble- 
•omt light went out. 

However. Soott reported the 
light went back on when be 
tapped the Instrument panel. 

"So I think you've Isolated 
your problem." be said.

Ear Ruptures

Dear Dr. Tboetoeoo: Can a 
ruptured eardrum impair 
bearing? My son had a 
ruptured drum at a very 
early age (ha b now 12). He 
b a problem at school as he 
wiU not Ibteo sod pay 
attsntkm. 

He seems to hear peifOctly 
ssell, but 1 was Just wonder¬ 
ing. Also hb ears are full of 
draining yellow ear wax which 
I clean out every morning, 
^ra. JJL 

I can answer part but not 
all of your questkXM. 

TYw nipture of an aardrum 
usually resulb from infection 
and pressure building up in 
the mlddb ear, inslds ths 
aardnim. If thb b detected 


soon enou0i, the drum can 
have en incbksi made in it, 
drainage (and treatment) 
follow, and toe incbion can 
heal neatly. 

But Mmi toe drum b 
ruptured by the pressure, 
Impelrment of the hearing 
depends on where the rupture 
occurs. Sound b conducted by 
a serias of tkiy bones in the 
mlddb ear, one of them 
resting against the ear drum 
to pick up vJbratkxts. If the 
rupture destroys thb contact, 
loss of bearing can be any¬ 
where from paitbl to com¬ 
plete. 

I, toereteia, have no way of 
knowing w hether Ids difficulty 
in school b due to faulty hear' 
Ing or some other tactar, but

Ostbr said Damon was 
guilty “under these eircum- 
stances” and levied a min¬ 
imal fine of no because ft 
was a test esse and Damon 
may have thought he had a 
right to operate as he did. 

Damon, whose hair b long 
and blonde, indicated the B.C. 
H a i r d r essers Assoebtion 
would discuss the result irf 
the case.

Soott and Irwin wlU spend 
20 hours outskb their space¬ 
craft and on the lunar sur¬ 
face. They'll set up an atomlo- 
powered science station which 
will feed data to raaear ch ers 
for years. They wiU gather up 
to 250 pounds of nwon rook, 
■sb eti n g and phettographing 
formatione whi^ they hope 
. wfU bear duct to tbs fle^ 
begiiaitog of the mosn and the 
eoUr sy s tem. 

Whlb hb cre w mates Und 
on tot eurface. Worden wlU 
explore the moon from orbit. 
He wlU operate a complex o( 
InstnimeatB and cameras 
which wUI map and analyse 


about 20 per cent of the 
moon's surface and rasp 
scientific data never before 
avalbbb. 

Apolb 15 was launched Into 
a crystal-cber sky at Cape 
Kennedy whlb hundreds of 
thousands squinted in the 
early- morning sun and 
cheered.

"We have further concluded 
that the soanty information 
availabb Indicates that pres 
e n 11 y Installed emergency 
core cooling systems would 
very likely fail to prevent 
such a major accident,” the 
report added. 

The sclentisb called for ti>e 
AEC to issue no more li¬ 
cences to operate reactors 
until the oooUng syetems are 
reviewed and tafeguaitis pro¬ 
vided.

SEATTLE (AP) - Th. 
crash of SaatUa's monorail 
train Sunday that resulted in 
Injuries to 37 persons ap- 
parenlly^ was causad by a 
failure of Its faUaafe braking 
system, ofUciala said Monday. 

They said tha West German- 
built trains, described in a 
brochure as “the woiid's 
a a f a 11 tranaportation ays- 


tem,” are equipped with air 
hrakM The fail safe system 
it designed to apply the 
brakes automatically in the 
event of an air pressure 
failure. 

"It's no doubt a mechanical 
failure of some type,” said 
Louis Lamon, an information 
manager at the Seattle 
Centre, a complex of exhibits, 
shops and amusementa which 


occupies the sits of the 1962 
world Mr gmundi and one 
terminal of the monorail. 

But Larson said it will be 
some time before the exact 
cause is known. 

“It’s Just a case pf taking it 
apart piece by piece and 
analysing what did happen,'* 
he said. 

'The monorail had a nearly 


perfect safety record in nine 
years af operation until Sun¬ 
day hight when a three-car 
train slammed into « safety 
bumper at the Seattle Ontre 
terminal. 

The elevated train, designed 
for a maximum speed of 70 
mites an hour, was travetling 
between 15 and 20 miles an 
hour when the accident oc¬ 
curred.

■T'HEFE are a number of reasons why there 

appears to be greater interest in the ApoUo 
IS flight than, perhaps, even the first shot at lunar 
landing. For one thing, the plan is to send back to 
earth color pic tur es covering a much wider range 
of activities and discoveries than ever before. And 
the landing site is a particularly tricky one, adding 
to the suspense of the operation. There are other 
new features, too, in the United States' fourth 
moon vhdt in two years which capture the imag¬ 
ination, the use of the $8 million exhaustless Jeep¬ 
like runabout on the lunar crust among them. 

The danger element has been brought into 
sharper focus by the Russian tragedy of less than 
a month ago when pressure loss through an ap¬ 
parent fault in their capsule snuffed out the lives 
of three Soyuz n cosmonauts returning from space. 
While the Americans say this could not happen to 
the ApoUo craft because of a different design, the 
risks still are great, and man’s morbidness must be 
taken into account for part of the high interest. 

Perhaps the main reason, tlKsigh, Is the Ibct 
that the ApoUo IS flight is one of the last plann^ 
by the United States in lunar exploration. Only 
two more are on the booka Previously there were 
to have been five additional landings on the moon. 
But bud^ cuts and altered priorities washed out 
three of them. The National Aeronautics and 
Space Agency funds have been slashed from a high 
of $9.9 billion in 1969 to $3.3 bilUon in fiscal 1971, 


and efforts likely are to be made in the United 
States Congress to trim them further. 

There, is no doubt about it that objection is 
mounting to the cost of the space program, and the 
University gf Florida students who handed out 
mimeographed sheets to spectators at Apollo 15 
launching, saying It was “a travesty to the poor” 
have wide support. 

NASA is turning more to earth resources and 
ecology and plans to orbit a space station called 
Skylab late next year which will be buUt inside the 
third stage of a Saturn rocket and will drcle the 
earth at an aKitude of about 250 miles. 

It will be operated by three successive teams 
of three men ea<h, living in the trailer-sized vehicle 
for up to 56 days at a stretch. From it, hidden 
metal deposits on earth will be searched out. Sky- 
lab also will expand existing surveys being mate 
by satellite to aid in improving agriculture, fisher- 
its and pollution control. 

These should be less objection to such a space 
program in which there could be Immediate bene¬ 
fits to mankind than to moon probing for chirs to 
“the violent birth of the solar syrtem” as the 
Apollo 15 expedition is described. 

It could be that man-in-the-street interest in 
Apollo 15 will have a polarizing effect on space 
spending which will result in more apparent good 
coming from the billions of dollars that are bring 
blasted away. Perhaps it is a great big welcome 
that is being extended to the eM of moon mean- 
teiing.

Inexcusable Recklessness 


A nother airplane has been hijacked to 
Cuba. And still neither the Cuban govern¬ 
ment nor any international authority has mate 
any effeotive effort to discourage or ptmish this 
sort of lawleasneas. 

It is only by heaven’s grace that tragedy has 
been averted in the past; and the prospect for safe¬ 
guards in the future is as remote as ever. 

Obviously governments like that in Havana 
are not Inclined to take any drastic action against 
air pirates who are seeking political asylum. The 
most terrible crimes are condoned in the name of 
Ideology. 

And it would be very difficult to convince 
Arab states or the guerrillas responsible for the 
mass hijacking and destruction of western-owned 
airliners that this sort of reprisal action against 
other countries Is pointless and ineffective, with 
unneceasary risk to so many innocent people. It 
does nothing whatever to help their cause. 

The National Airlines hijacking of Saturday, 
while political in a sense, was a very different mat¬ 
ter. In this case there was no heroic cause to ex- 
ru.se it. only the demented determination of a man 
to reach a dubioas haven. 

If Fidel Castro wanted to make Ms administra¬ 
tion more acceptable to those who don’t conform 


with Ms poUtics he could very easily accomplish It 
by announcing the sort of penalties for air pirates 
which would effectively discourage them. But, of 
course, he couldn’t care leas what the rest of the 
world thinks nor what risks are taken with passen¬ 
gers’ lives by piratical fugitives. 

Since no action is likely to be taken in Havana 
it becomes necessary that international pressure be 
exerted to accomplish it. Why there is such re¬ 
luctance even to make the attempt is difficult to 
understand. The nations talk enthuriaatically 
about boycotts and sanctions but when H comes to 
action they are peculiarly hesitant. 

The best hope for forcing international Inter¬ 
vention lies with the Imemational Federation of 
Airline Pilots with a membership of aometiiing 
like 40,000. They, through thrir executive, have 
enormous powers of persu^on. The mere threat 
of a protest walk-out should be enoi^ to start the 
process of creation and application of safeguards 
to uhich the travelling public is entitled. 

Why the delay? Is the world w^ing for the 
di.sa.<rter against which voices have been raised in 
warning for the past decade? 

Governments which have hitherto shown indif¬ 
ference or for one reason or another have delayed 
to take action are party to an Inexcusable rerit- 
lessness.

Pr^cal pressure created by 
pacifist agitation so enfeebled 
and demoralized the govern* 
ment of the free countries 
that any course other than 
appeasement was tantamount 
to political suicide. 

Tempting as the parallel

events as myself, H is im¬ 
precise. 

When the Chamberlain 
peace-trip euphoria grippad 
the world. Hitler was in 
power for only ffvb years.

Foreign news¬ 
men visiting Germany Cound 
the country neat, the regime 
efficiem and ritvioualy auia 
ported by the populace. 

Hitler was depicted as a

prime minister. Mackenzie 
King, described him that way 
after a cordial mteting). 

Nazi nfth columns in the 
Western democracies were 
operating dlacreetly. enlisting 
support of prominent 
personalittes in tha public and 
social life of France. Britain 
and the United States. 

Hitler’s demands for uni¬ 
fication of all Germans 
seemed reasonable. The 
annexation of Austria was 
rarrlad out “peacefully” with 
crowds' In Vienna cheering 
their new leader. Stories of 
alleged opprssskm of the 
German minority in Czecho¬ 
slovakia sounded credible and 
a settlement of the Sudeten 
German question on Hitler's 
terms therefore appeared 
morally Justtflad.

The hoped-for effect of the 
U.S. led oat r a c lai M of the 
Maoist regime was an 
eventual change in Peking’s 
attitude towards the rest of 
the world. Recognition and 
UN membership were held as 
inducement of such a change. 

Whether or not this policy 
could ha^’e the desired effect 
in the long run «viU never be 
known, because defeednns 
from its application de s troyed 
its credibility.

Rivalries, Conflicts Make Nonsense of Calls for Unity 

Arab Behavior Like Comic Opera

l^gypt's Prealdent Anwar Sadat in his Revolution Day 
Hied another ringing caU for Arab unit)^. But rarely 
has the Arab worid been In such a state of politieal disarray. 
And Sadat himself did not contribute much to the cause 
inter-Arab harmony by hurling personal insults at Jordan's 
King Hussein in the speech. ** 

Inter-Arab rivalrim and conflicts, in lact. have reached a 
level of almost oomlc opera proportiona. And the whole wUl-o- 
the-wiap chimera of Arab unity has not been furthered by the 
internal instability of many Arab regimes — as most recently 
demonstrated In the coup attempts in Mprocco and the 
Sudan. 

# a a* 

Libya's Premier Gadafln has called for an Arab summit 
meeting to thrash out the problems raised by Jordan’s 
crackdown on the Palestinian guerrillas. But the last Arab 
summit in December. 1M9, ended disastrously, and there is 
little evidence to indicate that another one would produce 
more positive results. 

For Morocco and Jordan deeply resent what they 
consider to be Libya's Interference in their internal affairs, 
and King Hassan and King Hussein have little use for young 
Colonel Gadafl. 

And though Libya’s action in virtually kidnapping two 
rebel Sudanese leaders for the moment has strengthsned 
Gadafl with Egypt’s President Sadat and the Sudan's 
Premier Jaafar Nlmeii, most Arab leaders are extremely 
leery of the role Libya is toying to play in the affairs of other 
Arab nations. 

e e to 

The Libyan manoeuvres may raise many questions 
among (he leaders of Egypt, Syria, Libya and perhaps the 
ludan when the countries meet to federate this fall. In the 
event of coups or other sudden changes of government in one 
of the countries, for inatance. do the others Intervene 
mnitarlly? And if so, on whose authority and on behalf of 
what side? 

Currently, Jordan and Morocco are out of favor with the 
so^aUed Arab “revolutiongry” regimes. But Iraq, a 
revututkmary regime, has ^enated Egypt and libya hy 
snnounolng Ita support of dw u n successful lebels in the 
Sudan. 

Meanwhile. Ing and Hs revolutiamry Arab neighbor. 
Syria, are not on speaking terms and in the past their top 
leaders have generally refused to attend the same Arab 
stimmit conference. . 


. Syria’s previous federation wittvEgypt worked out badly, 
and most Middle East analysts see no reason why the new 
arrangement should be any more successful than the old. 

King Feisal of Saudi Arabia has generally said "a pox on 
all your Arab houses” as long as he ean bank his oil revenues 
and call for the return of Jerusalem to Arab sovereignty. 

The propos e d summit meeting on the Palestinian 
guerrilla problem would be a fractious une indeed. The last 
time, Gadafi. Huasein and guerrilla leader Yasser Arafat met 
in Cairo In September, U70. to settle the Jordan civil war, 
they all carried sideeims. 

At first. Gadafi refuted to sit el the same Ubie with 
unili the late president of Egypt. Gamal Nasser, 
dissuaded Mm. King Feisal of Saudi Arabia was heard to 
mutter: “You all need psychiatrists here."

Because of the obvious lack of unity among the Arab 
nations and the deep-seated internal dlasensions. some Arab 
leaders have decided to go their own way. 

Algeria's Houari Boumedienne. for instance, though he 
IMyi lip service to pan-Arablsm and tends arms to the 
Palestinian guerrillas, is much more concerned with his 
country’s economic development than either Arab unity or 
the war against Israel. 

Jordan’s King Hussein, too. hat learned that his ^liow 
Arab leaders are questionable atlies. and he has turned asidf 
the storm of criticism of his action against the guerrillas and 
has more or less gone It alone in the Arab world. 

Even Egypt’s Sadat, who on the surface is one of the 
main proponento of Arab unity, has learned that the concept 
rtomalna an abetraction rather than i reality. Both Sadat, and 
Nasaer before hhn. have moved on their own in accepting the 
It.S. peace initiatives, despite criticitm of the move by Iraq. 
Syria. IJbya, Algeria and the palestinlaiH. 

Sadat has cited the fact that Egypt has expended the 
l>innd of Its soldiers in the fight agaiori Israel, while other 
Arab states have contributed only bornbaat.

And if Sadat were offered an honorable separate 
•ettlen»ent by Israel, moat obatrven here behave ha would 
take it despite his proteatatlona to the contrary. 

If the Arab world eonttnuea to be as unstable in the 
future aa it has been in the recent past, moat obatrvars 
haUeve that the wiaaat Arab leadars will not waste their time 
pursuing the mirage of pan-Arabism unity, and instead tend 
to their own gerdene as do Algeria's Boumedienne and Saudi 
ArtMe's Feisal.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States’ total reserve 
assets, including hold and 
convertible foreign currency, 
fall in June to the lowest level 
since Augwt.

Reeerve aaaets dropped to 
$13,504 billion, more than $300 
million lower than May.

In August. 1968. the reserve 
assets totalled $13,136 billion, 
all in gold.

Regulationa sdoptsA by tiie 
cabinet last month not only 
allow the Medical Services 
Commisskn to cancel or 
laboratory licences 
require doctors to 
tend petienti to a hospital 
laboratory. Instead of a pri¬ 
vate lab^tory, for testa 
whenever such Is feasible.

very decided ee, for no root or tuber or 
bulb can swell and get bigger except by 


virtue of the food pasted doem to H by 

the leavee. 

A common idea se ems to be that the 
tertUfaMT or nanure in the eoU is taken 
up 1)y the roots and stays there, 
nourWiliif them. The topgrowth and 
leavae are a tort of ueeleee adornment 
— parasites consuming prectoot ptont 
food that would otherwlae feed the 
roots. Nothing could be further from the 
truth.

Whetever g oodnees there Is in the 
ioU ie not true plant food at aU but 
merely the raw raatartals out of wfUeb 
tba real n m rtent i are maaoCaeturad to 

the teavae. 

Tha roots gallMr and taka up simple 
mliieral ealta to the form of e dilute 
solution In the eoQ moisture. ThU Is 
pumped up in the form of sep through 
the dreutotory system of the plent and 
into the leavee.

P owered by the 
rays .of the sun, those green food 
factories combine Che mtoerab sent up 
by the roots with gasses taken from the 
air to form sugars, starebat and other 
complex eubstencee ~ the true 
nutrients for plants and baaste and 
every Itvtog tM^.

Ihls Is why tulips 
shoutti't be cut down or dug up until 
an tha green colortog has gone out of 
the leavEs. 

It U true that onkn tops are bent 
over ~not trampled — toward the end 
of the growing season but this is not to 
make the ontorn get bigger. On the 
contrary, it Is to 8T0P them from 
getting any bigger so they wOl Hpen 
and harden tor winter storage.

Quakes Rattle Pacific Rim 


Oem Eeater'UPI 

Three earthquakes, one be¬ 
lieved the strongest in the 
world since \96i, struck 
around the Pacific Ocean's 
“rim of fire" Monday, but 
there was no early indication 
of heavy casualties or dam¬ 
age. 

The Uggest quake struck 
the southwest PmIHc islands 


of New Britain and New 
Ireland, and three following 
tidal waves washed away 
d<i£en8 of houses in villages 
on the coasts. 

A strong quake Monday 
night shook several South 
American countries along the 
Andes, rocking tall buildings 
in downtown Bogota, Colonv 
bia, and registering in Lima. 
Peru 


•Tokyo and its vicinl^ were 
shaken by the third quake, 
described as moderate. 

No lots of iife has been 
reported in tJie New Guinea 
quake but two school children 
were injured and ci\il defence 
officials have yet to investi¬ 
gate tidal-wave repmts from 
villages. A teachers' training 
college at GauUm, 30 miles 


from Rabaul, was believed 
destroyed. 

The earthquake was the 
second major shock in the 
area in two weeks. It lasted 
nearly a minute and caused 
extenaive and widespread 
damage in the two Islands at 
the eastern end of the Aus¬ 
tralian-administered territory 
of Papau New Guinea. 

A local vttlcanologist said 


the earthquake appeared lo 
be the roost severe registered 
anywhere since the Alaskan 
quake of March, 1964. 

It is also believe<l to be the 
first time in the world that 
two quakes registering more 
than eight on the open-ended 
Richter scale have occurred 
in the same area within 12 
days.

In N-Power Plant Backup 


CAMBRIDGE. Mass. lAPl 
A committee of scientists 
»aid Monday the backup 
cooling system used in 
nuclear reactors is unreliable, 
and that a failure in the 
system could result In cat¬ 
astrophic loss of life. 

The group also said that 
such a failure Is likely if the 
emergency system ^ ever 
needed. 

The allegations were made 
by the Union of Concerned 
Scientists, an organization of 
scientists, engineers and other 
professionals in the Boston 
area. 

The backup system Is de¬ 
signed to supply, emergency 
cooling to reactor fuel cores if 
the primary sj-slem ruptures 
nr breaks.

Tite scientists* report said 
tests by the L'nit^ .States 
Atomic Energy Commission 
itself confirmed that the 
backup system is unreliable, 
but that despite this, the AEC 
is cMiUnuing to license the 
con-struction and operation of 
reuctuni using the system.

Three earthquakes, one be¬ 
lieved the strongest in (he 
world since 1964. struck 
around the Pacific Ocean's 
"rim of »ffre** Monday, but 
there was no early tncticatlon 
of heavy casualties or dam¬ 
age. 

The biggest <|uake struck 
the southwest Pacific islands 


(»f New Britain and New 
Irt'land. and three (oUowir^ 
tidal waves washed away 
dozens of houses in villages 
on the coasts 

A strong quake Monday 
night shook several South 
American countries along the 
Andes, rucking tall buildings 
in downtown Bogota. Colom- 
Ilia, and registering in Lima. 
Peru 


Tokyo and its vicmity were 
shaken by the third quake, 
described as moderate. 

No kxw of life has been 
rc|)urted in the New Guinea 
quake but two school children 
were injured and civil defence 
officials have yet to investi¬ 
gate tidal-wave reports from 
villages, A teachers' training 
college at GauUm. 30 miles 


from Rabaul. was believed 
destrq>'ed. 

'The earthquake was the 
second major shock in the 
area in two weeks. It lasted 
nearly a minute and caused 
extensive and widespread 
damage in the two islands at 
the eastern end of the Aus¬ 
tralian-administered territory 
at Papau New Guinea. 

A local volcanologist said 


the earthquake appeared to 
be the moat severe registered 
anywhere since the Alaskan 
quake of March. 1964. 

It is also believed to be the 
first time in the world that 
two quakes registering more 
than eight the open-ended 
Richter ^caie have occurred 
in the same area within 12 
daya.

It was the fourth combined 
heart-lung transplant in his¬ 
tory, but the first for the 
Barnard team which per- 
fexmed the first heart trans¬ 
fer nesiiy four yean ago and 
five more since. ‘IIm other 
three heart-lung recipients 
died after only a few days. 

A medical bulletin issued 
Monday a t Cape ‘Town's 
Groote Schiiur Hospital de- 
xcribed Herbert's condition as

There's no law in B.C. to 
say a man can't have long 
hair — but there are (wo laws 
which say It must be cut by a 
barber and not a hairdresser. 

The B.C. Barbers Associa¬ 
tion won what it said was a 
first test case over that 
question when Judge William 
Ostler ruled Monday In Vic¬ 
toria Provincial C^rt that 


hairdressers may not. under 
the laws of B.C.. use barber- 
ing techniques on the hair of 
males over seven years at 
ago. 

The Judge did so as he 
issued a verdict of guilty 
against Sean Damon. 24. of 
Damon's Haute Coiffures. 
2027 Oak Bay. following a 
trial on an Oak Bay charge of 
violating the Bai*bers Act by 


engaging in the occupation of 
barber while not holding the 
proper certificate. 

The complaint was signed 
by an enji^oyee of a barber 
shop at 2039 Oak Bay. who 
told court he took the action 
after consultation with an 
official of the B.C. Barbers 
Association. 

Secretary Russell Foxcroft 
of Vancouver, one of the two 


association officials attending 
the trial, said afterward the 
case was the first of several 
pending in B.C courts. He 
said the position of barbers 
in the issue is simple: "We're 
hair stylists, too."

15 was launched toward the 
moon Monday and was 
cleared to continue toward a 
lunar landing after a flashing 
light was found to have been 
caused by > bad switch rather 
than any serious problem 
aboard the spacecraft. 

Astronauts David Scott, Al¬ 
fred Worden and James Irwin 
were launched (lawlessly 
from Cape Kennedy. Fla. — 
along with their new moon 
dune buggy and scientific 


payload. ’n>ey were hurled 
into a 100-mlle orbit of the 
earth and then aet course for 
the moon. 

Sxin thereafter, however,. 
an electrical short circuit 
developed and Mission 
Control said that if it w’ere 
found to control critical fuel 
valves there would be no 
moon landing. 

In a test to isolate the 
problem, MIssImv Control told 
the astronauts to turn off a 
set uf switches. 


When they did. the trouble- 
■omq.light went out. 

However. Scott reported the 
light went back on when he 
Upped the instrument panel. 

"So I think you’ve isolated 
your probiero." he said. 

Mission Control announced 
momenta later that "appar- 
emly a switch ti rtuity 
wliether through contamina¬ 
tion or if something is loose 
we don't know." 

An official said a previously 
announced test uf the rocket 


engine, which was suaiiected 
to be faulty, was cancelled. 

He said procedures would 
be worked out to bypass the 
faulty switch and the small 
problem would have no im- 
(jact on- the mission. 

Flight Director Jerry Crif* 
fth had said earlier toat the 
light indicated a possibility 
that the rocket engine would 
not work well enough for
